Ic is true, God when he propoſes Salvation to us 
in the Goſpel, dealeth with us as à Maſter doth with 
his Servants, we mult do ſome Work before we have 
our Wages. If indeed Salvation can in any Senſe be 
called Wages, and not rather the Gratuitous Bounty 


of God; ſince there is no Proportion at all be- 


tween the Work we do, and the Reward we re- 
ceive for that Work. But ſome: Work we muſt 
do, and therefore we are bid to work out our Sal- 
vation. Some Services are to be performed on our 
Parts, otherwiſe we are not to expect to enter into
